In the latter part of the last 
centruy, about 20 growers in 
the Upland, Cucamonga, and 
Ontario areas were engaged 
in producing the first lemons 
grown in San bernardino 
County.

It will take the 
fresh lemon juice to 4 cup ice 3 or 4 hours to meit.
